BIRTH OF FASHION.

“rations” given daily to the attaches 
_^of the court. So lavish was the sup- 
I. ply that a royal favorite would be able 
to maintain a family and servants on 
the "portion”' of the king’s meat. 
Indeed, quantities of the “king’s meat” 
were sometimes sent to the market 
and sold for the benefit of thd cour¬ 
tiers who had received it. Was the 
danger of “ defilement " real or imagi¬ 
nary ? It was real. First, we must 
remember that ceremonial defilement 
was loathsome to a devout Hebrew, 
The whole Mosaic system was an el¬ 
aborately acted religious parable. 
Nearly everything in nature was clas¬ 
sified as either " ceremoni lly pure”* 
or "ceremonially impure,” ind there¬ 
fore symbolized either goodness and 
purity of character or sin. Lepers, 
among the diseased, and reptiles, as 
articles of food, were classified as un¬ 
clean bee.use they furnished ready 
symbols of moral pollution. For such 
symbolic reasons the flesh of pigs ..^d 
rabbits, and of many other animal^ 
which are now freely used for food, 
was prohibited; and the animals that 
Hebrews were permitted to eat must 
be slaughtered in a peculiar way, so 
as to be CirefuUy rid of the blood, 
which symbolized animil life, and in 
the interest of imrity was avoided. But 
the Babylonian.s cared as little for such 
" ceremonial purity ” i s for the real 
moral purity it represented, and as 
the " portion of the king's meal” would 
inevitably "tnclude prohibited food, it 
was defilinj^. In the second place, even 
tho^mo.st immoral n.tions of the an- 
ci<*nt world were in a w.iy religious, 
and it hid become the universal habit 
to consecrate food to the god th ;t was 
worshiped by the eater. This w s not 
always done, as at our Christian ta¬ 
bles, by the asking of a blessing, but 
sometimes in the process of cooking, 
or by setting aside a portion for the 
god; 8<J that the m;n who was feast¬ 
ed by heatbeus almost certainly par¬ 
took of food already consecrated to 
some abomin ble idol. The third cause 
of defilement was one to which m ny 
young people are exposed at the pre¬ 
sent day, the evil results of luxurious 
diet. Intoxicating liquors nd to¬ 
bacco do immeasurable harm, and 
many highly spiced and tooth¬ 
some viands are so prepared as to 
arouse unwholesome cravings. The 
pure in heart should avoid all such 
thing.H. Notice that Daniel s purpose 
was “in his heart.” It w'aa a moral 
recioluHon. Therefore he requested of 
the prince of the eunuchs that he 
might not defile .himself. His con¬ 
duct furnishes an almost perfect ex¬ 
ample for those who are tempted by 
their superiors In society or business. 
He did not defy, nor denounce, nor 
scold; he requested, keeping himself 
as long as possible in formal obedience 
to authority, and he made his request 
on religious grounds. His very re¬ 
quest thus became a profession of re¬ 
ligion.

Cherry Cup CuBtards.—Bring to a 
.boiling point one quart of rich milk, 
add slowly four eggs previously beat¬ 
en wiih four tablespooufuU of sugar 
and a pinch of salt. Stir constantly 
uiiiil It thickens; remove from the fire 
and pour over sweetened, stoned cher¬ 
ries. Serve cold.

HOW TO MAKE FRLIT SYRUPS. 

I’h nty of cool and refreshing drinks 
of the right sort are as essential to 
health as they are to comfort during 
the summf'r months, and the housew'ife 
shoiild as conscientiously provide a 
variety of these as she does the food 
for her family. Indeed, not a few' of 
tl3^•m are meat as well as drink. 

No home-made, beverage is at once so 
lieauiiful and delicious as. those made 
with fruit syrups and shrubs, and 
every housewife should provide a few 
jiis of each in the season of small 
Iruits. Pj'Oi>erly made and stored, 
they keep as well as canned fruits, and 
are fine for flavoring ices, creams, 
cu a dfi, and xarioas kinds of pud- 
d.ngs and other desserts. They re¬ 
quire more sugar than jellies, tuidi un¬ 
like that conserve shouldl be made of 
tK*rf'*cfly ripe fruit. Use granulated 
sugar, eartiien or grtiuite ware ves¬ 
sels, and wooden or silver spoons in all 
the vuroius opei-a lions. When done, 
they can be bottled, but are more con- 
veni'‘nl when kept in pint-size fruit 
jars. 

Ounani Syrup.—Wash, drain on a 
cloth and stem red currants; place in 
an earthen or granite ware vessel, 
mash thoroughly with a wooden mash¬ 
er and set in a w'arm place for 24 
Itouit;, or until fermentation begins. 
Tliis de.stroys the pectin contained in 
(he fruit and prevents the syrup from 
jollying. Drain the juice through a 
cheesecloth bag that has been wrung 
out of hot water, by suspending the 
latter over a deep bowl and occasionaU 
ly pressing against the sides with two 
wooden ladles oi spoons. Wringing 
or squeezing is sure to make the 
syrup cloudy. Measure, tallow two 
pounds of sugar for each pint of juice, 
set over a slow' frie, and stir constant¬ 
ly until every particle of sugar is dis¬ 
solved. As soon as it is boiling hot, 
take from the fire, skim as often as 
any scum rises, and when cold, pour 
into jars and seal. Wrap in heavy 
brown paper, and store in a cool, dr.v 
place. Make cherry, raspberry, or a 
combination of raspberry and currant 
syrup, in (he same way. 

Spic«d Blackberry Syrup. — Black¬ 
berry cordial, an old and effective 
remedy for summer bow'cl complaint, is 
objectionable to many mothers because 
it coutaius^rand. Used plentifully to 
flavor drinking water, the syrup here 
given is an excellent i>reventive and 
remedy for such' illness, and contains 
no spirits whatever. Mash the fruit, 
bt ing slowly to a boil and strain;'mea¬ 
sure, and allow^^e heaping cupful of 
sugar for everj^^int of juice, one tea- 
spoonful each of cinnamon and hut-, 
meg, and half as much clovea and gin- 

f ;er. Tie the spices in a piece of miis- 
in; put all over a slow fire; stir until

PECULIAR OFFICE IN ENGLAND. 

Lora nanteuHhlpH of Clnqac KorU an Hom- 
orary Place JuHt Vacated fcy Lord miIIii- 
bury. 

The Lord Wardenship of the Cinque 
Ports is the peculiar title of a pecu¬ 
liar office which has existed in Eng¬ 
land since the days of William the 
Conqueror, about 1075. The place haa 
been more honorary thatf lucrative in 
recent years, and is not much sought : 
after. I/ord Salisbury has held the | 
office for three years, and has just j 
resigned it. He will be succeeded by 
Arthur Balfour. 

Cinque is French for five, the Latin 
being quinque. The office relates to 
five ports of England—Dover, Sa"ud- 
wioh, Hythe, Hastings and Romney— 
which were granted special privileges ; 
in consideration of their furnishing a 
certain quota of ships of war, manned 
and equipped, for the king's use when ! 
demanded. They have had a system 
of maritime courts. The Lord Warden 
is also Governor of Dover Castle, and 
can have a residence rent. Hee. From 
time to time the rqlers of Great Bri¬ 
tain have added other ports to the 
list, but the original name has been 
reLained. 4 

The jurisdiction of the Cinque Ports 
has been confined mainly to the sea- 
co;isi in the south of England. Thoir 
original puiq>ose being the defem’e at 
that part of the Kingdom from at- 
Lack by sea, their prestige has de¬ 
parted with the development of the 
modern navy. The court was of ser- ! 
vice, in settling suits and disputes, 
especially among sailors, until the 
present judicial system was built up. 
In an official sense the Cinque Ports 
have been legislated out of existence, 
though the place of Lord Warden, 
with some slight emoluments and an 
officiai residence, is still carried ujion 
the civil rolls. Wilmer Castle, near 
Deal, is given up to the use of the 
Lord Witrden. The castle was occu¬ 
pied by the Duke of Wellington from 
1829 to 1852.

In auch 
cases the use of harmless artificial 
means for helping it into the category 
of beauty is pardonable. The woman 
who possesses sandy brown hair can 
very much improve it by putting a 
lableapopnful of ^Us of tartar into 
the water when washing it. If tbia 
does not have an effect, put a table- 
spoonful of peroxide of hydrogen in¬ 
to. the rinsing water. Of course tha 
last named must be used sparingly, for 
it is a sure bleach for the hair, if used 
in sufficiently large quantities. Thi» 
effective property of peroxide of hy¬ 
drogen can be used to good effect in 
other ways, however. For instance, 
the removal of superfluous hair is a 
serious matter, and can only be accom¬ 
plished successfully by the use of tha 
electric needle. Where much hair is 
on the arms, it is impossible to re¬ 
move all of it in this way, so that the 
next best thing to do is to Ueach the 
hair by putting on peroxide of hydro¬ 
gen. The Ugnt colored hair is very 
much less noticeable. 

Brunettes whose hair is of a good 
color should be very careful never id 
put anyihiDg in the nature of a bleach 
into the shampoo water, though five 
cents’ worth of salts of tartar put in 
i tis delightful for blonde beads. It 
will give it a slightly lighter tint, 
Lhougii' not a noticeable bleach, and it 
makes the hair fluffy, soft and silky. 
After such a wash, tiie hair should be 
fanned dry in the sun. 

Brushing is very essential to the 
beauty of the hair, aud. also to tha 
health of the scalp, but if the hair is 
inclined to fall outfit should not ba 
brushed much until this trouble 
is remedied. A good recipev for this is : 
Foriy-eight grains of resorcine, one- 
fourth oui "c of glycerine and alcohol 
sufficient to fill a two-ounce bottle. 
Rub into the scalp night and morning. 
Besides, the hair should be shampooed 
once a week, using pure castiie soap. 

Here is another excellent tonic : One 
pint of water, twenty grains of qui¬ 
nine, one tablespoonful castor oil, one 
teaspoonfql borax, one and a ball 
tincture of cantharides, three table¬ 
spoonfuls of witch hazel two table¬ 
spoonfuls of alcohol. 

Of course, the presence of dandruff 
indicates an unhealthful condition of 
the scalp and a consequent impairment 
to the hair. A cure can be had by 
means of the following: Alcohol, two 
ounces; witch hazel, two ounces; re¬ 
sorcine, fifteen grains. This thor¬ 
oughly cleanses the scalp and makes 
the hair soft and silky. It should be 
applied each morning by rubbing well 
into the scalp with the tips of the fin¬ 
gers. 

To make the hair grow, an easily 
compounded lotion is made by using 
one pint of bay rum and one ounce of 
castor oil. Shake well together, aud 
rub on the scalp.

REBUILDINQ A MAN. 


Artificial lilmba, Orarana and Parts 
and What They Coat. 

“Not a great deal of a man's body need 
remain after an tiooldont,” said a maker 
of artificial limbs, “for mo to build up a 
perfect man so far os outward appear¬ 
ances aro concerned. Of course the cost 
would not be small, for thoso things cost 
money. How much? Well, that depends. 
If you had plenty of money and w ere to 
bo so badly cut up that everything that 
can bo taken from a man and still leave 
enough to keep the breath of life going, 
you would get yourself fitted up in the 
best manner possible.

Y'ou might w’ant a 
hammer, saw, clothosbrush and iiuiny 
other things, all of which arc pn-jumHl for 
just such as you would bo. Tho whole 
outfit W’ould amount to alxmt $50.

I 
would give you the best tliat ean bo made 
f<ir $1I>0. All your tt*eth .w’ould bo gone 
and your imlato \Vould be ab.sent. Tho 
palate would cost you $15, hut for tho 
best teeth I would lie oliliged to eharge 
you $50. Of cour.so you would want u 
no.se. Tlio making of this meinlM'r eo 
that it would harmonize with the rest of 
your face Is a delicate task and requires 
great skill. That would cost about $100, 
but tho no.se would bo as good us tho orig¬ 
inal, almost. A pair of cye.s, u.s«'less of 
course, would eo!|t from $40 to $150, ac¬ 
cording to your choice. A first cla.ss tulie 
in your wimipipo would cost $30, and twy 
drums for your now’ cars would be reason- 
able'at $10. That is ail I could do for you. 
How’ much docs that amount to? 1 never 
hiul such a customer before and never 
thouglit of the lumpsum. Just $1,110? 
Well, that would iiot be too much for • 
man who has lots of money, but no limbs. ”

I THE RAILWAY BILL. 

The bill to amend the Railway Act 
was taken up in the Railway Commit¬ 
tee. The Minister of Railways explain¬ 
ed the purpose of the bill at length. 
He said that the first clause'lmade pro^ 
vifion for a number of requirements 
that the committee had been in the 
habit of inserting in each railway bill 
that came before it. They were de¬ 
signed to protect the public, and had 
relation especially to the construction 
and operation of telegraph and tele¬ 
phone lines. Another clause incorpor¬ 
ated in a general provision the usual 
regulations respecting the construc¬ 
tion and operatign of bridges. A fur¬ 
ther provision gave additional protec¬ 
tion to railways in the interest of inih- 
lic safety. It provided a penalty not 
exceeding or two months’ impri¬ 
sonment for ahy injury to notices or 
other railway property. The same pen¬ 
alty is provided for anyone who enters 
upon a train with intent fraudulent¬ 
ly to be carried without paying fare. 

A new provision was one giving thef^ 
Railway Committee of the Rrivy Coun¬ 
cil authority to require the erection of 
a station at any point if deemed pro¬ 
per. Mr. Blair argued that experience 
showed the desirability of this provis¬ 
ion, lb order that railways might not 
be allowed to hold up towns by locat¬ 
ing stations too far away from them 
'ifhe final clause of the bill gave the 
Railway Committee power to frame 
rules to apply to all railways in the 
IVominion. I'his was the result of com¬ 
plaints of railway employes. There 
were many reasons why there should 
be uniformity with regard to operat¬ 
ing rules. Uniformiiy would afford ad¬ 
ditional protection in the operation of 
railways, and would do away with 
the dlfficuliy of employes of one get¬ 
ting employment on another. 

COST OF THE PLEBISCITE. 

The Prime Minister staled, in reply

of Militia, stated that 11,678 applica¬ 
tions have been received for the Cana¬ 
dian general service medal, of which 
number 7,291 have been passed upon, 
and 161 decisions reserved pending 
the receipt of additional information.

ATTACHMENT OF SALARJES. 

The House went into committee on 
; Mr. Ri( hardson’s bill providing for the 
j attachment of the salaries of public 
officers and employes of the govern¬ 
ment. The bUl enacted that "in future 
,all money and salaries due by the Gov¬ 
ernment of Canada to any public offi¬ 
cer or other person in the egiploy of 
the said government shall be liable to 
be seized by way of attachment in each 
and every of the provinces of the Do¬ 
minion of Canada in such proportion 
I as may be determined by the laws in 
j force m such provinces. It is furth¬ 
er laid down that a copy of the writ 
i of attachmeir'i shall be served on the 
, head of the debtor’s department who 
shall make a sworn declaration to the 
Court ol the amount due or to become 
due to tl^e employee. The salary 
shalt then be seized in the proportion 
allowed by 'the provincial laws and the 
; amount deducted by the government. 
Regulations may be made by the gov- 
ernor-in-council lor carrying the pro¬ 
visions of the act into effect, and an 
amount of not more than ten per cent, 
of the monthly .salary may be deducted 
to cover the expenses and costs incur¬ 
red by the government." 

The discussion of the measure was 
very full and lasted for more than two 
hours. Those who supported the pro¬ 
posed legislation included Messrs. 
Richardson, Rell, P. E. I., McMullen, 
North Wellington, and Fortin, Laval, 
took the ground that the warrant is 
ample for wiping out the .special pri¬ 
vilege which now appertains to civil 
servants of immunity from all ‘liabil¬ 
ity to pay their debt.s. The govern¬ 
ment w'aa represented by Sir Louis 
Davies, who urged several objections 
to the- measure. He did not believe the 
legislation yVvould be constitutional, 
j He wanted to see the evil minimized. 

The vote was taken and resulted in 
26 for and 17 against. 

DRY DOCKS SURSIDIES. 

The Minister of Finance has given 
notice of a resolution declaring it ex¬ 
pedient that the law governing the 
encouragement of the construction of 
dry docks shall be amended so as to 
provider for granting subsidies not ex¬ 
ceeding two percent per annum of the 
cost of dry docks fori twenty years, 
and not to exceed in any case 520,000 
per annum. The law as it now stands 
authqrizes payments up .to 510,000 and 
the amendment will meet the case of 
the St. John drydock scheme promoted 
by ex-Mayor Robertson of that city. It 
is also the intention of the govern¬ 
ment to provide that a subsidy up to 
510,000 a year may be granted toward 
the improvement of any existing dock. 

BURONIC PLAGUE. 

The Minister of Agriculture stated 
that his attentoin had been called to 
newspaper reports that the bubonic 
plague had reached Honolulu., and in- 
struotioDB had be«n given by Dr. Mon- 
tizambert, Director-General of Quaran¬ 
tine. to prevent the landing of any 
cases in Canada. ' 

HANDLING THE LATE BIAIL. 

Mr. Malock explained, in answer to
